The professional attitude has been good and several ee 
teachers attended summer school during the summer ses- 


sion of 1946. ; 
Complete data on the teaching staff is as follows: 
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At the time of this writing very good work is being 
_ done, without exception, from the subprimary grade to 
the last year in high school. 


I regret sincerely the changes in teachers which ee been 
the experience of the seventh grade in the grammar 


school and the subprimary—second grade room in Chase 


Hall. This has been our first real experience of what many 
towns have been going through for some time. The short- 
age of trained teachers for certain elementary grades is 
still acute and I deeply appreciate the forbearance of 
parents during this unfortunate necessity. For weeks at 
a time there wasn’t a teacher available without some im- 
possible condition such as needing a rent, demanding more 
than we could pay, or lacking in proper training and 


a 


The scarcity of rents is not- limited to teachers. The 
high school principal is without a house to live in at the 
present time. He has had to store his furniture in Milo 


and room and board in LaGrange. This is a serious 


situation. Only for the kindness of a good friend in La- 


Grange, we might be without a high schoool principal at 


the present time. The loss of the principal would not 
solve the problem for there is nothing to offer a new prin- 
cipal if a change had been necessary. 


The rent problem should receive special study by in- 


terested citizens lest a situation arise whereby it may be 


impossible at some future date to induce qualified school 


men to come to Milo because of the lack of proper hous- . 


ing. 
EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


A somewhat unusual situation makes it advisable for me 
to render a more extensive report than last year. I refer 
to the fact that the present School Board will not be serv- 
ing after-the annual town meeting in March and an en- 


entirely new Board will be elected to office. We were very 


*%. 
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fortunate to have a survey of our schools made on Sept.. 26 
and 27, 1946, by the present State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Harland A. Ladd. During this time he investigated the 
school housing situation, conveyance routes, per-pupil load 
of teachers, and the general conditions of the school build- 
ings. With the School Board and Superintendent of 
Schools, he also discussed matters of policy and adminis- 
tration. Mr. Ladd also spent some time in the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools considering methods of of- — 
fice practice and general management. 

-At Milo High School Mr. Ladd spent a considerable 
amount of time making a thorough inspection of the build- 
ing in which he once served as principal. The teaching 
schedule and general management of the building and its 
personnel were included in his survey. 


In a statement to the School Board, Mr. Tada expressed 
the opinion that the schoool system was operating as well 
as could be expected in view of the problems peculiar to 
this town such as the distribution and number of school 
buildings, number of pupils conveyed, and the lack of big 
manufacturing plants to furnish tax revenue for school 
and town purposes. | 


The Milo School Department. has worked in very 
close cooperation with the State Department of Education 
to the end that Milo schools might benefit in every way 
possible from whatever the State may have to offer either 
in the way of constructive criticism, newer educational 
practices, or in material aid from State revenue. The 
system of bookkeeping as maintained in the office of the 
Superintendent of Schools has been approved by the State 
Director of Finance of the Department of Education. — 


As a further check on the scholastic standards of Milo 
schools, a complete test was given from the first grade to 
the ninth inclusive during the spring and fall terms. These 
tests included the so-called I. Q., mathematics, English, 
reading, spelling, and the social studies. These tests give 


oP fh ae ds La Pee a eee ae 
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objective information of great value. The data obtained 
revealed the fact that our scholastic attainments compare 
very favorably with the schools of this state. The data 
also revealed the areas in which there is an opportunity to 
do an even better’ job. The field in which our schools 
did not test favorably was in regard to literature. Our 
library facilities in the elementary field do not compare 
with the libraries in many of the city school systems. Many 
of the elementary schools in larger cities and towns have 
very adequate libraries suited to the grade levels of the 
children in the building in which the library is located. 
This advantage of children in some of the better equipped 

schools is revealed in a testing service such as I have in- 
- dicated. I must add that we are adding books; as fast as 
the money is available, to eventually have fairly adequate 
libraries in our schools. 


The testing service to which I have referred was made 
possible through the courtesy of the World Book Company 
at a very nominal fee. Eventually we shall have a report 
showing our comparison with several thousand other boys 
and girls who took this same test in elementary and junior 
high schools throughout the country. 


Through the efficient services of Ed Wingler and Ned 
Hoskins, truancy has been reduced to a minimum. The 
teachers have been alert to report cases of unexcused 
absences so that the boys and girls who should be in 
school are getting an education as the law requires. The 
majority of the parents have been very cooperative with 
the schools in promptly reporting cases of absences due 
to sickness. This helps the teacher to know why the pupil 
is absent and usually paves the way for satisfactory make- 
up of studies unavoidedly missed. 


Milo High School was one of the first schools in the 
state to get approval from the Veteran’s Administration 
for courses under the G. I. Bill of Rights. This was 
granted by virtue of its being a grade A school. We are

BUILDINGS AND REPAIRS , 


Many of the problems in connection with Milo schools 
is due to the lack of a centralized school building for 
elementary grades from the subprimary to the eighth grade 
inclusive. Such a building would, first of all, make a large 
_ saving in the annual repair.bill and the cost of janitor 
services. Heating costs would also be reduced. The ex- 
pense of maintaining four or five separate grade school 
units is obviously high. The upkeep on the old ees 
p is a continued source of expense.

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solution under our present school accommodations. A 
centralized building wuld also make it possible to offer 
some domestic science and manual training which had to 
-be dropped from fhe elementary curriculum two years ago 
when the State Department of Education recommended a 
more extensive course of study in these two subjects for 
the high school. 


Your attention is called to the list of recommended re- 


pairs as prepared by the School Board early in January | 


of 1947. The list is as follows: 


1. Furnace in Chase Hall 

2. Insulation and painting of Primary Building inside 
3. Paint outside—Milo Grammar School 

4.- Fluorescent lighting 

5. Oil burners, Milo High School 

6. New class rooms in Derby gym; radiators, etc.

Among these items, the majority are urgently needed. 
For example, the heating plant in Chase Hall is not only 
inadequate, but the furnace is broken and damaged from 
years of overheating. No paint has been put onto the 


walls in the primary building for a number of years and 
the addition of insulation board to these walls would pre-— 


vent a large heat loss which would in a short time pay the 
cost of the repair job. . 


The Milo Grammar School has not been painted for 
years. The rain and snow beat into the wood and event- 


ually the cost of painting is going to be doubled because ~ : 


of the carpentry work required. Such a painting job 


would include the repair of sash which is badly worn and > 


in some cases broken. 
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In the matter of fluorescent lighting, the evidence, is 
conclusive. Many of our classrooms are badly under- 
lighted and, in the opinion of many parents, some boys 
.and girls are wearing glasses because of eye strain pro- 
voked by dark classrooms. Just how long this shall be 
prolonged is a matter for the people to decide. 


The recommendation of oil burners in the various school 
buildings is based on the premise that oil is the coming 
fuel and that the equipping of all the school buildings 
would cut down the cost of janitor service. Special signi- 
ficance is attached to the problem in the high school where 
the installation of an oil tank and oil burners would re- 
lease large areas of basement space which is badly needed 
for shop extension possibilities and storage space. The 
high school attic is also somewhat of a fire trap because 
of the amount of lumber etc. stored there. | 


One of the important items in the list of repairs is the 
article pertaining to new classrooms in the Derby school. 
Due to the courtesy of the B. and A. Railroad two emer- 
gency elementary classrooms were provided in the old 
Derby Hotel. From information available at this time it 
is apparent that these rooms will not be available after 
the present school year. This makes it imperative that* 
other rooms be secured. I would like to ask, what you 
would suggest? 


The present School Board and Superintendent of Schools 
have found no solution except the finishing of two class- 
rooms in the so-called Derby School Gymnasium. As much 
as we dislike this thought, we can see no alternative at 
the present time. This would require arrangements in 
the town hall whereby the Derby Grammar School boys’ 
basketball team could practice and play basketball in turn 
’ with the other school teams. This also raises the matter 
of transportation which probably should be provided.

IMPROVEMENTS 


Especially worthy of mention is the project carried out 
by the Home Economics Department whereby the whole 
interior of the room and much of the furnishings have 
been redecorated by the class. They have also made some 
valuable additions, such as draperies, etc., as a class ac- 
tivity. | : 


In the manual training department we have succeeded. 
_ after over two years effort, to obtain from the Army 

Surplus Property Administation two drill presses. One 
is a smaller type which will be very useful and the second 
is a large machine shop type of drill which will be a valu- 
able asset to the shop program, especially if metal working 
is added. 


Due to the kindness of Elmer Jenkins who used his sum- 
mer supply of white lead and oil on the high school build- 
ing, we were able to get it painted together with some 
very badly needed repairs on the woodwork and windows. 
In several instances new clapboards or plain boards had 
to be refitted to prevent the rain from continuing to beat 
into the interior of the walls. 


The new library room at the high school must be 
classed as a decided improvement. Incidental to the 
change, a larger and more useable main room has been 
provided. These advantages are appreciated by those who 
see the significance of these changes. 


Credit must be given to the high school as a whole which 
has purchased a good time and signal system for the 
building. This project which was financed without town 
funds has been a decided improvement to the school. For

BUDGET 


Before closing this report may I direct your attention 
to the fact that the School Board submitted to the Budget 
Committee full and complete facts and figures. based on its 
best judgment and first-hand experience of the needs for 
the fiscal year 1947-48. The Budget Committee received 
this report from the Board with the instructions that the 
present Board is definitely retiring after the annual Town 
Meeting and for this reason the Board recommended a 
budget which would not embarrass the new officers with 
overdrafts or the necessity for special town meetings. 


The budget contained provisions not only for increases — 
in salaries, but also the necessary repairs, including the 
special appropriation of $1200.00, new typewriters, desks 
and chairs, down payment on the school bus, and other 
necessary amounts; most of which would save capital out- 
lay and repairs from next year’s rae 


The budget also contains provisions for continuing cer- 
tain valuable services such as the secretary in the princi- 
pal’s office. According to the records there has been a 
secretary in the principal’s office at the high school since 
1988. It would be a step backward to eliminate this 
valuable service and I heartily recommend its continuance. 
nen Most high schools of this size have full time secretaries — 
y today. The secretary has become a vital part of the edu- 
cational program, and office requirements in eon have 
doubled and trebled in the last few years. 
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This has been a very difficult year to purchase text- 
books due to the extreme paper shortage. We are still 
receiving books ordered as long ago as last spring. This 
accounts for the unexpended balance in the textbook ac- 
count which is due to the inability to get books rather than 
an overestimate in the budget. 


It is evident that the supplies account is going to be 
subject to increased costs during 1947. All paper products 
including toilet paper, paper: towels, as well as the regular 
school papers for classroom use have been, and are, taking 
a rise in price. I wish to call the attention of the School 
Board and citizens to the large percentage of supply money 
which goes for water and electric service, leaving a com- 
paratively small amount for general supplies. In making 
the budget estimate, special note was made of existing 
supplies on hand. | 


To the several citizens who have served on the School 
Board during the past fiscal year, I wish to extend my 
sincere thanks, not only for the loyal support given to the 
school program, but also for the time which they gave 
to the study and solution of the many problems which 
arose. It would be indeed a most unfortunate condition 
when and if the time should arrive that our better citizens 
should refuse to serve on the School Board because of 
abuse from a few individuals who, in most cases, have 
éither a lack of information or are misguided by misin- 
formation. The present School Board shares with me 
the deepest appreciation for the great majority of our 
loyal citizens who rallied so patriotically behind the school 


program during the past year. We are also more than 


grateful for our fair minded citizens who came directly 
to the Superintendent of Schools, or the School Board, for 
facts and figures relating to school affairs. 


_ Tohe many who contributed to the success of the past 
school year and who cooperated with such a fine, whole- 
hearted spirit in helping to provide better education for

our boys and girls, I personally extend my sincere thanks 
and appreciation. This includes also town officials, Budget 
Committee, and others who helped in a definite way in the 
program which I have already mentioned.

The attendance record of the pupils has been excellent _ 
with very few exceptions and this has been another im- © 
portant factor in obtaining good results. In cases where 4 
a pupil has experienced any special difficulty, special help — 
has been given to him and in nearly every case satisfac- 
tory results have been obtanied. 


We have had several teachers meetings besides ee 
interviews where study has been made of ways and means 
by which we might obtain improved instruction. In the 
lower grades we believe we have the foundation laid — 
whereby our boys and girls will be able to do better work a 
in reading, spelling, and in language study as they ap- a 
proach the upper grades and high school than has been — 
achieved in some cases, at least, during the past years. — 
There has been splendid co-operation on the part of the 3 
teachers in developing a basic reading system with the | 
correlated skills which are so important during the be- : 
ginning years of a pupil’s school life. In some cases it has — 
been necessary for the teacher to learn how to teach le 
* skills and facts which were not emphasized during the —

in schools of similar grade.

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EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


Work in the schools has been carried on this year ac- 
cording to the advice and information which we spent 
much time in obtaining during the previous school year. 
We have kept closely in touch with authorities including 
the State Department of Education on the heavier prob- 
lems and policies which might have a bearing on the edu- 
cational and financial welfare of our schools. Arrange- 
ments have been made for a specialist in the field of 
arithmetic and one in the field of reading to visit this town. 
in the near future. They would have been dated earlier in 
the school year had their schedules permitted. 


BUILDING AND REPAIRS 


The condition of the school buildings is fairly good con- 
sidering the age of some of the buildings. As I have pointed 
out before we have an expensive setup in maintaining five 
separate school units which demand a large amount of 
money for upkeep and repairs every year. The losses due 
to the lack of insulation and tight construction necessarily — 
make much larger heating bill than would be required in 
a properly constructed building. Inasmuch as the citizens 
are already getting acquainted with this problem, it is 
hardly necessary for me to go into details. However, a 
more ecenomical arrangement should be made together 
with the thought of obtaining better and broader educa- | 
tional facilities. 

It should be borne in mind shat new construction takes 
time and planning and meanwhile our present buildings _ 
must be maintained in as useable and economical condition 
as possible. There is no question but what insulation in © 
certain buildings would save much heat. The blocking off — 
of the steam pipes running up through the old ventilator 
shaft in-the high school has stoppped one source of heat 


E _ loss, However, much heat still escapes through the attic. 
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The heating equipment in Chase Hall School is workin - 
very satisfactory. Data is not yet available for comparable 
cost of oil with wood, but it looks as if the oil will not cos za 
much more than the wood and the heat has been. vo sat- 
isfactory.

It is evident that we shall have to pay more for certain 
supplies this year than we did last year. Over a thousand 
dollars a year of the supply money goes for utilities. Not 
a large amount is left for paper, pencils, stencils, crayons, 
ete. 

The gradually increasing enrolllment together with the 
wear and tear of time renders it necessary to purchase 
new seats and desks for the pupils. It has been several 
years since these were provided in any quantity. | 

It will be noted that several of the items in the budget 
involve capital outlay and in most cases these items would 
not necessarily be repeated again next year. It is believed 
by most economists that it is easier to pay for things today 
than it may be at a future date when money may he tighter. 
However this may be, we are all tax payers and according- 
ly have submitted only a program which is believed to be 


| | for the best interests of the town as a whole. 


In closing this report I wish to note with special appreci- 
ation and thanks the contributions of everyone who has 
helped to make this school year the most satisfactory, from 
an educational standpoint, up to the present time, of any 
year since I have been in Milo. There have been at all times 
excellent co-operation on the part of parents and citizens, 
town officials, and the personnel of the school department,
